MEMPHIS. 
THE DISEASE GAINING. 

Maurmis. Aug. 22.—The fever record to-day 
shows a bie increase in the number of cases, 
fifty-one being reported for twenty-four hours 
ending at 6 p. m., but only ten deaths for the 
same period. Among the cases reported to-day 
are John A. Roush, cx-member of the Legisla- 
ture; Capt. John D. Elliott, Dr. Jobn C. 
Rogers, and Marsh Miller. 

The retief organizations are hard pushed to 
attend to all the sick and answer the calls 
of destitute for food. 

The increase in the number of cases to-day 
has had the effect of inducing many more to go 
to the camp or leave the city for various parts 
of the country. 

Relief in the shape of money is being received 


in liberal amounts, but the necessities are 


greai, and keep pace with the relief received. 

The clergy of the Episcopal Church send out 
the following to the clergy and other members 
of the Episcopal Church: 

Throughout the country we ask for aid to meet 
the heavy demands made and to be made upon us 
during the prevalence of the epidemic.

Others are leaving as fast as possible.

VICKSBURG. 
THREE HUNDRED CASES. 

Vickssure, Aug. 22.—The yellow fever is at- 
tacking negroes. The number stricken down 
to-day is estimated at fifty new cases; ten 
deaths up to 3 p. m. There is great need of 
physicians. Drs. Balfour and Robbins are im- 
proving and ina fair way of recovery. Some 
estimate 600 cases of yellow fever here, but 
the general estimate is a little over 300. Sheriff 
Flannagan, of Warren Couaty, publisbes a call 
on the State and county officers throughout the 
country for financial aid to the sufferers bere. 

NEW ORLEANS APPEALED TO. 

New Or_eans, Aug. 22.—The following ex- 
plain themselves: 

Vicxssuro, Aug. 22.—Dr. Samuel Choppin, 
President Board of Health: The epidemic is 
very violent and malignant; much more so than in 
New Orleans. There is great want of nurses and 
physicians. Five of the regular corps of physicians 
are absent from their post. Twenty-five deaths 
yesterday from yellow fever. Can you help us?

| TO AVOID CONTAGION. 

New OriEans, Aug. 22.—The agents of the 
steamship St. Louis, which steamer is expected 
soon from Liverpool, addressed a note to Col- 
lector Smith asking permission to lighter the 
cargo at the mouth of the river, the object 
being to have the crew avoid coming 
in contact with the fever. In reply the Collector 


says: You are informed that every facility will 
be offered you. When you are ready to unload 
the steamer please notify me, and Iwill detail 
a corps of officers to go to the steamship and 
discharge the cargo ona lighter. The mer- 
chandise so unloaded can be delivered here the 
same as if the vessel had come to the city.“

THE ATLANTIC COAST. 
Ar NORFOLK AND ELSEWHERE. 
Svecial Dispatch to The frioune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 22.— The principal 
undertaker of this city has intormation to-night 
that yellow fever has appeared at Norfolk. It 
is also stated that a person ill with fever passed 
through here to-day for the North. The 
statement as to yellow fever at Nor- 
folk is not confirmed by any dispatch to the 
health authorities, who have taken pains to 
cause themselves to be informed of the earliest 
possible approach of the fever. It is possibie 
that there may be some cases of fever at quar- 
antine at Norfolk, as there are now at most 
of the Atlantic Coast cities. Appre- 
hensions that the fever might become 
epidemic here are not as strong 
as they were one week ago. The condition of 
the weather has greatly allaved the fears here, 
as within the last three days the temperature 
has much moderated, and the nights for this 
section are cool. 

The local and national health authorities bere 
have the greatest confidence that the 
fever will not become epidemic at 
this point. But Northern people 
should not feel alarmed as to their relatives 
here if sporadic-cases of yellow fever do appear. 
Such cases are hourly expected by the health 
authorities, and the wonder is that they have 
not appeared before. Complete arrangements 
have been made to isolate the disease, and the 
authorities are confident of their ability to con- 
quer the pestilence if it should arrivo. 

WASHINGTON. 

Owing to the fear of contagion felt by the 
ladies who are employed in the Treasury to 
count mutilatea currency sent in for redemp- 
tion, large sums of currency forwarded from 
New Orleans aud other fever-infected cities have 
been packed in lime after having been subjected 
to other disinfection processes, and now lie in the 
vaults of the Treasury. Carbolic acid is aiso 
used to disinfect these packages. So many of 
the counters were lrightened at counting them 
that the Treasurer asked if there was any one 
who was not afraid to count them. One lady 
replied that sbe was not. and since that time 
she has counted the packages from the infected 
districts. :

IN NEW ORLBANS—A RES§APSE AND BLACK-

New Or LEans, July 12.—Ehue! I begin to 
realize that I have something to do with this 
world’s affairs. My nurse, Mrs. Delaney, has 
just stepped out, and my glance falls on some 
numbers ot the Picayune lying on the chair.

She is 61 years of age, 
Hut more active than many a young woman of 
2. She knows her business thoroughly, and 
has no vain sentimentatism m her composttion. 
In the intervals pf my restless tumbhng about 
the bed, lcommune with Mrs. Delaney. Her 
first experience with yellow-fever was mapy 
years ago, —in the bad season of 1837,—when 

HER FIRST HUSBAND 2 
was a victim to the plague, and she was left 
alone with a baby to fight the battle of life. 
She married again, she tells me, and her second 
husband is not dead vet. She remarks in a 
crisp voice that she doesn’t know where he is, 
and she doesn’t care.

I find that I cannot possibly die to-day. This 
is the second, and consequently an even num- 
ber of days. I may die to-morrow, which is 
Wednesday, the third day; or I may become de- 
funct on Friday, the fifth day; or 1 may shuffle 
off this fiery, superheated coil on Sunday, the 
seventh dav; or I may linger in agony till the 
following Tuesday, the ninth day; but I can 
scorch, and burn, and gasp, and yell on any of 
the intervening days without fear of death. 1 
study this theory over in a wild, unconnected 
way, and think it odd.

A FALSE ALARM. 
WHY If LOOKED SUSPICIOUS. 

Yesterday morning at an early hour Health 
Officer Brown, of the South Division, reported 
a case of yellow fever on Cottage Grove avenue, 
near Thirty-seventh street. His attention had 
been called to the case by a policeman from the 
Cottage Grove Avenue Station. The policemau 
was sure it was a real case,—in fact, it could 
not be otherwise, trom the mvsterious arrival 
of the victim in the city from the South 
Wednesday afternoon,—and the Health Officer 
was 80 impressed by the story, and 
so excited as well, that he lost no time 
in calling the attention of Dr. E. W. 
Sawyer, who livesin the vicinity, to it. The 
two officers went to the Doctor together as 
early as 6 o’clock in the morning, and without 
any excuse insisted on his attending to the case 
at once. te hesitated at first as a matter of 
courtesy to the patient’s family physician, but 
finally consented to go in the canacity of a 
Health Officer, and went. He found that the 
supposed victim to the awful scourge was a Mr. 
Lee, who had arrived in the city the evening be- 
fore from Cairo, aad, instead of his having the 
fever, was prostrated by what is com- 
moniy called a obilious = attacs, and 
was also suffering from tbe effects 
of a too-liberal dosing of cathartics in the at- 
tempt to overcome indigestion while at Cairo. 
He had none of the symptoms of the fever, but 
Was not a littic alarmed, and evidectly sharivg 
the fright of the Health Officer. His storv, 
which was clear and straight forward, was that 
he had been employed as baggageman between 
here aud New Orleans on the IIIinois Central 
Railroad up to the breaking out of the fever, 
and since which time had becn acting in the 
same capacity between here and Cairo. He left 
here Mondav, and while at Cairo was ailing, 
and, rather than call a physician 
and run the risk of being quaran- 
tined, he proceeded to treat his own 
case, and took liberal drauchts of citrate of 
magnuesia and similar medicines, but to no avail. 
Frightened, and away from home aud friends, 
he concluded to return to this city, although he 
was quite ill at the time, and, telegraphing his 
wife to meet him with a carriage at Thirty-sev- 
enth street Wednesday afternoon, he started. 
She met him and took him home. He was so 
weak that he had to be lifted in and out of the 
carriage, but since he had been constantly im- 
provigg, and the doctor last evening had no 
doubt but he would be up and about in a few 


davs. 

The tirst intimation that the Health Depart- 
ment had of the rumor of the presence of yel- 
low fever was the reoort Dr. Sawyer made, alter 
a thorough examination of the case. The re- 
port was as follows: 

I have just examined the sick man. The patient 
is quite il; but I cannot say that he bas any mark- 
ed signs of yellow fever. Pulse 100, dichrotiem 
veculiarly marked; temperature 104 deg. Fahren- 
— tongue everywhere coated white and pasty; 
intelicct perfectly clear; no pain thie morning, 
vomiting or diarrhea. He says he is nearly well 


‘compared witn his condition thirty-six hours ago. 


The skin was not discolored. 

The case would never have attracted apy at- 
tention but for the general alarm at the preva‘ 
lenve of the tever in the South, and but for the 
further fact that the train bringing the patient 
hither stopped at an unusual piace, and the 
policeman in question saw the man removed to 
the carriage, etc. Both of these circumstances 
aroused the ollicer’s suspicions, and he followed 
the carriage to Mr. Lee’s home, ana immediate- 
ly went to Health-Officer Brown and sounded 
the alarm. This is the explanation of the whole 
fright, and Dr. Sawyer agrees with Heaith-Com- 
missiwwaer De Wolf in the opinion that we have 
bad about all the yellow fever we will dave.

LEOPOLD AND MARIA. 
SILVER WEDDING Or THE ROYAL PAIR. 
: By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. 
Brvussecs, Aug. 22.—The first of a remarka- 
ble series of celebrations of Royal marriages, or 
of Royal gold and silver weddings, began to-day 
in Europe, the Belgians celebrating the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the marriage of King 
Leopold II. and Queen Maria Henrietta. The 
King of the Belgians was born April 9, 1835, 
son of Leopold I., formerly Prince of Saxe- 
Gotha, and of his second wife, the 
Princess Louise, daughter of Louis Philippe. 
He ascended the throne Dec. 10, 1865, baving 
been married, at the age of 18, on the 22d of 
August, 1853, to Maria Henrietta, daughter of 
the late Archduke Joseph of Austria, born 
August 23, 1836. The King’s sister is the “ Poor 
Carlotta.“ Issue of the marriage of a quarter

THE MONEY CONGRESS. 

In the International Monetary Conference to- 
day, Mr. Walker, of the American delegation, 
made a jong speech, pointing out the serious 
consequences of the demonetizing of silver. 

Mr. Horton also addressed the Conference. 
He repelled thé accusation that the UMited 
States came to the Congress with antiquated 
theories which were only supported by nations 
having a forced paper currency. He said the 
point to be ascertained was whether the Powers 
considered it advantageous to concert together 
upon the conditions of their silver currency.

The Conference of 1866 committed a great 
mistake in proclaiming a crusade agaiust silver, 
for the sake of an international coinage. Only 
two or three countries were able to maintain a 
sufficient gold circulation. Others would be 
driven to a circulation in which silver would 
preponderate below its nominal value.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
THE HEWITT COMMITTEF. 

New York, Aug. 22.—The Hewitt’ Congres- 
slonul Committee on the Labor Question con- 
tinged its session this morning. ö 

Prof. Sumner was the first witness. He said 
that he was l’rofessor of Political and Social 
Seience In Yale College. He directed attention 
to the fact that within the last few years the 
means of trunsportation and communication be- 
came greater, and by these means overprodur- 
tiou Was the consequence, and had made a rev- 
olution ever the whole world. He said that 
when the Suez Canal was first opened, goods 
came much quicker and caused a glut in the En- 
glish market—vew goods accumulating on each 
of the old, but this glut had now been over- 
come. Within the last quarter of a century 
there had been agreat improvement in ma- 
chinery of ull kinds, and, taking the ac 
cumulated effect of these machines, 
must accumulate thejr effects and pro- 
duce a temporary set-back. There 
was another factor in caasing this depression im 
labor circles. This effect would reach every- 
body, for theeffect that machinery would have 
would be to cheapen luxuries, and bring down 
things to the poor classes which a century ao 
they never thought of. Machinery had been a 
great good to the masses, though in cases of 
individuals and classes it had worked them evil. 
If the United States had had a free tariff in 1872. 
the country might have been able to compete 
with Eogland when the coal and iron trade was 
being carried on to a great extent. The laborer 
in the United States at the present time is not 
having as good a time or as good subsistence as 
the laborer in England. In this country there 
were twelve people to the mile, and in Belgium 
there were 460 persons to the mile, and the lat- 
ter lived fairly. He did not think a revolution 
would cause a change in this respect. 

The people of the whole country since 1873 
bad been trying to solidify and settle up their 
accounts. During the last tive years manv per- 
sons had accumulated capital by reducing ex- 
penditures. He thought legislation could do 
nothing for this stagnation in labor. Every 
person must work along the best way he could. 
We had heard a great deal lately about over- 
production. He classed it as disproportionate 
production. When there was this dispropor- 
tionate production, witness thought 1t was due 
to the protective system. The tariff was great- 
ly to blame for our production of every year 
being greatly in excess of the demand. The 
tariff congested the population in somé districts 
to where it would not otherwise have been at- 
tracted. The ouly way to remedy this was the re- 
distribution of the people among the industries 
of the country. This reaistribution was going on 
under its natural laws. He was not in favor 
of the Government colonizing lands, but found 
no fault with private organizations doing so 
from a spirit of benevolence. The only remedy 
for the depression cf labor was the application 
of sound doctrines to the case iu point. The 
only way in which the Government could assist 
the non-capitalist in the accumulation of capital 
was to give the greatest amount of privileges in 
using his liberties and energies for production, 
and by removing the restrictions on trade, and 
leave him free to profit by the fruits of his in- 
dustry. Prof. Sumner spoke fora long time, 
and was listened to attentively. Many of his 
points, however, have been indicated in his 
previous lectures aud papers. 

Alter a recess, Williams E. Dodge, iron mer- 
chant, appeared in his official capacity as Presi- 
dent of the National Temperance Society, and 
claimed that the use of intoxicating iiquors was 
one of the causes of the present condition of the 
laboring classes. This distressin labor might 
be relieved to some extent by the modification 
of the tariff and action of the Government in 
the matter of resumption of specie payment. 
He never knew capital to be so abundant as 
now, but there was great difficulty in using it 
in business. Another factor in alleviating this 
distress would be legislation inthe matter of 
the liquor iraffic. Other officets of the National 
Temperance Society appeared, and the Commit- 
tee adjourned until to-morrow.

A.—0On the 
6th of vember appeared the report to the 
President, signed by Sherman and Garfield, 
stating that the election in Louisiana had been 
carried by bloodshed, riot, and intimidation, 
and sustaining the Returning-Board decision.

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
THE CASE AGAINST SENATOR JOHN J. 
TERSON. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasniveton, D. C., Aug. 22.—Judge You- 
mans, Attornev-General for the State of South 
Carolina, when here a few days siuce, stated 
that a new attempt would undoubtedly be made 
to secure the presence in South Carolina of 
United States Senator John J. Patterson. If 
the report of the South Carolina Legislature 
on the subject of railroad legislative frauds is 
true, one need not look for political reasons to 
excuse an attempt on the part of the South 
Carolina authorities to secure the rendition of 
Patterson. The story of a very voluminous 
record, in brief, ig this: 

The ring of officials in Sonth Carolina which 
engineered these enterprises is said to have 
been ex-Goy. Scott, now resident at Napoleon, 
in Ohio, near the home of President Hayes; ex- 
Gov. Chamberlain, now practicing law in New 
York; ex-State Treasurer Parker: Kimpton, 
whose extradition is now being sought in Bos- 
ton; Moses, Cardoza, and United States Sena- 
tor John J. Patterson. The schemes with which 
this report charges these leaders with being 
connected 0 
WERE, AMONG orurns. THESE: 

First — A bill to relieve South Carolina from 
the liability of its guarantee for bonds of the 
Blue Ridge Railroad, by providing for securing 
and destroying the same.’’ This scheme contem- 
plated the securing of $1,800,000 of Blue Ridge 
scrip, on the plea of relieving the State of 
liability as guarantor to the amount of $4,000,- 
6000 of these bonds. 

Second— A bill relating to tbe bonds of 
South Carolina,” known as “the Vaiidating 
act. This, it is charged, was designed to 
render valid an illegal issue of $6,000,000 of 
conversion bonds. 

Third—A bill relating tothe Fnancial Agent 
of the State, commonly called “the Financial 
Settiement bill.“ This bill empowered the 
Financial Board—which consisted of Scott, 
Parker, and Chamberlain—to settlement with 
Kimpton so as te account for the proceeds of 
the State bonds sold. 

In the bill number three Kimpton is said to 
have been chiefly interested, the results of 
which, it is asserted, were a sum oi $139,000, 
which was to be equaily divided between Kimp- 
ton, Chamberlain, and Parker. Parker substan- 
tially testified tothis. Patterson's special measure 
seems to have been the Blue Ridge bill. Ex- 
State-Treasurer Parker. in his testimuny, swears 
that these three bills were passed by the use of 
money among the members of the Legislature: 
that Kimpton managed the bills in tue Senate 
and Patterson in the House. 

THAT MONEY WAS USED 
by somebody in the Legislature, there seems to 
be little doubt. Maxwell, colored Senator from 
Marlboro, for instance, swears that Patterson 
paid him from $3,000to $5,000 for supporting 
these three bills. Jervev, colored Senator from 
Charleston, testifies that Patterson paid him 

2,000. Twenty members of the House swear 
that money was paid to them, or offered to 
them, by Patterson. These payments, or offers, 
are represented to have been made in sunis of 
from $200 to $1,000. The aggregate amount 
sail to have been “offere®’”’ to these different 
persons is $9,700. Patterson and Kimpton ap- 
pear to have quarreled about the division 
afterwards. The Committee, in their report,

The labor and ingenuity of Patterson were still 
required [that is. after the legislation was accom- 
plished}; for, when the validity of the Blue Ridge 
scrip was attacked, and the question came before 
the Supreme Court of the State, he is again found

Court upon the scrip.

IMPORTANT FACT 
RELATIVE TO THE EXPORTALION OF WHISKY. 
Special Dispatch ta The Tribune. , 

Wasminoton, D. C., Aug. 22.—An impres- 
sion appears to prevail among Western ex- 
porters of distilled spirits that two bonds are 
under ali circumstances required for the ex porta- 
tion of distilled spirits. The attention of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau has been called to the 
fact. Commussioner Raum to-day directed a 
letter to be written to the West with informa- 
tion to the effect that the law of 1874, which re- 
quires both an inland transportation bond and a 
bond from the port of export for the exporta- 
tion of distilled spirits, does not repeal the 
prior act of June, 1873, which allows for ex- 
portation under one bond trom. the West 
to Europe. The latter law seems to hate been 
generaliy construed as repealing the earlier 
law, whereas, in fact, it is only amendatory of 
it. The two laws really provide different forms 
for accomplishing the same purpose. If West- 
ern distillers will carefully examine the reguia- 
tions relatng to the exportation of distilled 
spirits, issued in accordance with the law of 
June 14, 1873, they will discover that they are 
not required to ſuruisu two bonds for export, 
as is now the custom. 


REVENUE RECEIPTS. 
A MARKED FALLING OFP. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninotron, D. C., Aug. ¥2.—The reccipts 
from internal-revenue collections for the month 
of July last, the first month of the fiscal year, 
were pearly one million dollars in excess of the 
amount collected in July, 1877, and gave every 
indication of continued prosperity. The falling 
off during the month of August, however, has 
been very marked, and the total receipts for the 
months of July and August to date show a de- 
crease of nearly half a million dollars compared 
with the amount collected during the corre- 
sponding term of the last fiscal year. This 
heavy decrease is attributed by the epartmeut 
tothe depression of business throughout the 
country, also to the possibility of a re- 
duction of the tobacco tax from 
twenty-four o sixteen cents a pound, 
whieh measure is pending in Congress, and is 
vigorously pressed by leading tobacco dealers. 
So long as this question remains undecided 
dealers are naturally unwilling to have a larger 
stock of tobacco on hand than is absolutely 
necessary for mecting the demands of their 
business. The total amount received from in- 
ternal-revenue sources from July 1 to Aug. 21, 
1878, is $6,112,899, against $6,538,451 for the 
corresponding term in 1877, being a decrease of 
$425,552. Shouid this decrease continue at an 
approximate rate, the receipts from internal 
revenue must fall largely below the estimates 
to an extent extremely embarrassing to the 
country. It is not improbable, therefore, the 
question of an Income-tax will be again agitated 
upon the mecting of Congress.

INDIANS. 
THE RED CLOUD COMMISSION A FAILURE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnrmeton, D. C., Aug. 22.—The Red 
Cloud Commission, consisting of Gen. Stanlev, 
United States Army; J. M. Hayworth, ex- 
Indian Agent of the Kiowas, and the Rev. Mr. 
Riggs, of the Santee Agency, who speaks the 
Sioux language, made their report to the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs to-day. As indicated 
last night, the report shows that the Commis- 
sion bas not been successful, and has practically 
surrendered to Red Cloud's wishes. A written 
report will be submitted to Secretary Schurz for 
consideration. 

NOT CREDITED. 

The rumored Indian outbreak at the Spotted 
Tail Agency, and the departure north of a large 
number of the young Indians, is not credited 
there by these who have just arrived from their 
reservation, and who are familiar with its cxact 
status, no cause existing to make them dissatis- 
fied sofar aa their subsistence is concerned, 
because they are abundantly supplied; but it 
has been found that Three Bears, one of the 
principal Indian Chiefs of the Red Clond 
fullowing, was anxious to induce some seveaty 
lodges of his people, who were in 
Spotted Tail’s camp, to return with him to 
the Ogallallas. He visited them recently with 
some papers to commend his success. Spotted 
Tail has instituted a vigorous military discipline 
in his tribe within the past month, which it is 
thought may have aroused some opposition to 
auy decrease in his band. He has becn some- 
what overbaring towarde his Agent of late, aud 
to the military, but he does not intend any hos- 
tile movement, for the present, at least, nor to 
allow his young men to vo off, though there is 
an emissary of Sitting Ball now in the camps uf 
the Missouri.

NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE YELLOWSTONE PARK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tritune. ' 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.—Lieut. Doane, 
Second Cavalry, who was detailed by Col. 
Brisbane, commanding at Fort Ellis, to make a 
survev of Yellowstone Park, has made his re- 
port, winch bas reached the War Department. 
Lieut. Doane reports that nearly all animals 
have been driven away from the park, or killed, 
and that they can only be restored by the most 
stringent measures; that the extinct geysers 
are being broken up or destroved by tourists; 
that the active geysers are being so much in- 
jured from the same cause that fifty years 
would be required to restore the incrustations; 
and that the park can only be preserved by 
the presence of the military and the exercise of 
arbitrary powers. Col. Brisbane favorably in- 
dorses the report. Uponits arrival at the War 
Department, Gen. Sherman makes the follow- 
ing laconic and conclusive indorsement, which 
is approved by the Secretary of War: 

Congress has in charge the Yellowstone Park, 
and has appointed a keeper. Troops have enough 
to do without guarding it. The public cannot car- 
ry away the Geysers, the only real objects of great 
natural curiosity. New incrustations form each 
year, and they are of no real value. | 

THE JEFFERSON MONUMENT. 

The proper authorities are now engaged in 
erecting a monument over the grave of Thomas 
Jetlerson, at Monticello, in accordance with the 
design of a monument of which Jefferson was 
himself the author. Congress, at the last 
session, appropriated $5,000 for this purpose.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


The Proposed Transfer of the Bureau-— 
Investigations of Lower Mis- 
souri Agencies. 


Standing Rock --- Berthold --- Sisseton--- 
Red Lake---Leech Lake---See- 
retary Schurz. 


Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

St. Patt. Minn., Aug. 16.—Near the close of 
the late session, Congress referred the question 
of trausfermng the Indian Office to the War 
Department to a Committee, which is to report 
at the coming session. The Committee has de- 
talled a Sub-Committee winch is to meet in this 
city next mouth, to conside:.the questiog im its 
bearing upon the prospects of the partly-civ- 
ilized Indians of Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Dakota,—the Chippewas and the Sisseton and 
Blackteet Sioux, and other tribes of the latter 
who have begun to carr their support by cultiva- 
tion of the soil. 

THE PROPOSED TRANSPER 
is, I believe, regarded uofavorably by al) in thie 
section of the country who have friendship for 
the Indians or faith in the possibility of their 
being raised to tne level of our Civilization; aod 
1 know it to be offensive to tbe wisest 
and most progressive of the Indians. 
These latter, like their white friends, 
feel that the exampies which the Indians most 
need are those which may be set them by white 
men of business and working habits; and that 
the most hurtful examples which can be placed 
before them are those which exalt the profes- 
sion of arms. or imply that the soldier-chiet is 
exempt from personal labor. People who heed- 
lessly pronounce in favor of placing the Indians 
in care of the army forget that thev have al- 
ready been there; that the Chippewas of the 
Mississippi and the Sisseton Sioux, who were 
taken from army-care only ten or twelve years 
ago, the most demoralized and degraded peuple 
that ever survived universal drunkenness and 
common prostitution, are now making encour- 
aging progress towards civilization, and are 
happy and contented,—giving less trouble to 
their rulers than any white communities of 
equal numbers, aud that our present Indian sys- 
tem, outside of the intwigues of contractors, lit- 
tle as it has been improved, is yet vastly better 
than the fur-traders’ and military methods from 
which it was derived and on which it was built. 
But it is argued that the splendidly-organized 
Commissary and Quartermaster Departments 
of the army would purchase and handie Indian 
supplies to better advantage, and would break 
up “the Indian Ring”; while the personal 
honor of armv-oflicers would be a guarantee 


that the Indians would receive all that was their 


due. 
I WOULD REPUDIATE ALL THIS 

as applying with equal or greater force to nearly 
every branch of the Civil Service, aud as a most 
unjust reflection upon civilians. Do any ene 
imagine that the corruptions of the Civil Service 
would be so frequently exposed, and so much 
paraded belore the people, if there was a life- 
tenure of office and promotion by seniority 
tbroughout the service Are army supplies 
bought cheaper than Indian supplies? Do not 
army-contractors flourish; and are they not as 
close a corpuration as avy other set of public 
contractors! 

But this writing was suggested by matters of 
the present,—the vigorous investigations of 
Northwestern ludian Agencies whict: Secretary 
Schurz set on tobt. Aud here let me say 
that, inthis prompt attention to complaints of 
mismavagement of Indian affairs, ana in his 
varnest efforts to reform the Indian service 
wherever reform is inaicated as needed, Mr. 
Schurz has shown himself to be the right man 
in the right place. 1 sincerely believe 
that, if Congress would lay 
the foundation of the Indian system 
in legislation providing for and adapted to the 
purpose of making the Indians a scif-supporting 
people, whose civilization would be only a ques- 
tion of time, no mau in all the land would 
buiid more wisely and honestly upon that foun- 
dgtion. But Congress has never performed its 
whele duty in the premises, aud 1 fear it never 
will. 

Of the, late ſuvestigatious at the Lower Mis- 
souri Agencies, where 

DR. LIVINGSTON, 

the Crow Creek Agent, is represented as the 
central figure_of a most thievish ring, I presume 
your readers have been fully intormed, but it 
is only fair to say that Dr. — friends 
defend him stoutly, and declare bin innoceut 
in spite of all the proofs alleged to the con- 
trary. Gen. Hammond has since made thorough 
inquiry into the conduct of affairs of the Staud- 
ing-Rock and Berthola Agencies. At Standing 
Rock the ing uiry was based upon charyes pre- 
ferred against W. T. Hughes, Agent, by Lieut.- 
Col. W. F. Carlin, commanding the military 
post attached to the Agency. The situation 
here was very unfortunate. Col. Carlin had 
under him an interpreter who had for years 
been at war with the civil agents, and had twice 
been expelled from the reservation by Mr. 
Hughes’ predecessors. This man was vecessa- 
rilyin charge of the hali-dozen intiuential In- 
dians employed as scouts for the gurrison. Be- 
sides, others, discharged employes, who haa 
grievances against the Ageut, were also em- 
ploved about the garrison. un the other side 
was the usual force of Agensy employes and 
attaches of the Agency, of about-the usual 
varied character. The fact that the Agent was 
theoretically in absolute contrui of the reserva- 
tion, while the commander of a larve garrison 
was in fact in control so far as he chose to use 
his power,—in connection with the other fact 
that every one who had uny surtof complaint to 
make against either party would carry it to the 
other,—could not but lead tu trouble. Agent 
Hughes and Col. Carlin, who were friends and 
mutual admirers only a year ago, 

SOON AFTER BECAME ALIENATED. 
Fivally the Agent came to the sensible conclu- 
sion that the Indians would be better off if 
there was no garrison there. Unfortunately, he 
was not prudent inthe statements he made iu 
support of bis sensible and proper conclusion. 
The result was a diligent inquiry intothe Agent’s 
dvings and Agency morals, conducted uuder 
military auspices. The Agent says be and his 
family, and all connected in any way with the 
Agency, were tollowed- by spies for months. 
But that was certainly unnecessary. lu such 
a place, any man in power, or who 
has favors to grant, will always have voluntarily 
tendered any sort and any amount of evidence 
his dependents man imagine would serve his 
purposes. In this case, two petty Chicis whom 
the Agent hail refused, at the new enrollment 
a few weeks ago, to enroll as Chiefs, were put 
up (it is impossible to conccive of such Indians 
otherwise undertaking it) to make a pretense of 
a violent attempt to remove the Agent from 
the reservation. Accounts differ as go whether 
an Agency emplove or Col. Carlin rescued Mr. 
Hughes, but it seems to be agreed that the in- 
terference of one man was enough to preserve 
him from harm by thirty to fifty Indians. Col. 
Carlin thereupon telegrapbed to bis superiors 
that he could not be responsible for the peace 
et the reservation unless Hughes was taken 
away: and Agent Hughes telegraphed to his 
superiors that all the protection he asked was 
the immediate removal uf Col. Cariin. 

SOON AFTER, GEN. HAMMOND CAME, 
and for two or thrée weeks patiently heard the 
evidence against the Agent and all connected 
with the Agency, and diligently examined iuto 
the Agent’s records and his stock of goods. 
These last were found all correct, I am inform- 
ed. The defense against the evidence of the 
military party was limited by Gen. Hammond's 
disinclination to hear anything reflecting either 
upon Col. Carlin or any of his employes. He 
Mit that, as an officer ot the Ingian service, he 
had uo right to inquire into the conduct of those 
connected with the military service. To some 
extent, therefore, the case was one-sided. The 
evidence smirched some young men of the 
Agency party; and there was an outrageous at- 
tempt to smirch the Agent himself, on the evi- 
dence of a witness totally unworthy of belief. 
The charges of corruption, involving only 


small amounts, were supported by almost equal- . 


ly incredible evidence, and were contradicted by 
the aflidavits of all connected with the transac- 
tions. Nevertheless, the Agent, discehraged by 
the long contest, and a fecling that he was fight- 
ing alone against a host,—and probably annoyed 
by what he learned of the surroundings irom 
the evidence more than be before knew.—is said 
to have tendered his resignation. Col. Carlin 
has also since taken a leave of absence for a 
trip to Europe, and matters may go smoothly 
at Standing Rock for the next few months. 
But tbere is danger in the situation. it will 
be difficult to avoid a conflict of au- 
thority. and occasions of quarrel are 
likely to come apy day. The garrison 
is not needed there, and ought to be removed 
at least a day’s march. The Blackfeet bands 
have testified to this fact in locating themselves 
a dozen miles away from the garrison, and per- 
sisting im staying there, although their Head- 
Chief was once locked in the cuard-house a 
weck to compel him to move nearer to the gar- 
rion. This Chief and his peop‘e are the most 
earnestiv devoted to civilized ways of any of 
the Missouri-Kiver Sioux. They are building 
this season, unaided and without superiutend- 
ence, a une village of fifty roomy and well-cob- 
structed jog bouses.

With to 
one of Alden’s oredevessors, Prof. L. B. 
Sperry, now of Northfield College, the 
Bismarck writer must be mistaken; for. if 
Prof. Perry stole anything, he bas taken upcom- 
mou pains to hide it. His friends say he came 
from the Agency as poor as When he went to it. 
The correapondent mentions that his triplicate 
voucners are not at the Agency, and says Gen. 
Hammond expressed surprise at that fact. Gen. 
Hammond knows better than the correapond- 
ent. Prot. Sperrv retains the triplicates until 
the India» Bureau, which bus the orivinals and 
duplicates. has worked up to s settlement of 
his accounts, aud that is the common practice 
of retirme Agents. 

While Gen. Hammond has been at Berthold, 
ex Lieut. Gov. Burtis, of lowa, as Special 
Agent of the Incian Bureau, bas investigated at 
the Sisseton Agency, where 

AGENT HOOPER 

was accused by the balf-breed Sisseton Chief, 
Gabriel Kenville, of mcomvetency and corrup- 
tion in ollice. The charges of corruption were 
not fully sustained, but it issaidghat the evidence 
clearly shows that the K vf the service 
requires Agent Hooper’s removal. The Chief 
and most of the Indians demand his removal, 
and their long and proved friendship for the 
whites, their acceptance of civilized pursuits, 
apd their intelligent efforts to improve tbeir 
condition entitle them to have their wishes in 
this matter gratified. 

Two other Agencies—thore’t Red Lake and 
Leed Lake, iu this State—are yet to be investi- 
gated, It charged that at these Agencies the 
money which should have provided permanent 
improvements for the benefit of the Indians, 
und maintained schools for them, has been ex- 
pended without producing enough to account 
for the expemliture. All in AH. the Secretary 
of the iptertor scems to have determined upon

of the records, and prompt punishment of those 
who have made bad records. For this, and for 
his earnest devotion tu Civil-Service reform, let 
hum be beartily commended. I hope, however, 
that bis good work will not count for those who 
would make it useless by passing the ludians 
under military government; aud 1 trust that, 
from his mavy duties, be may be able to take 
time for cousider ing the need there is of « more 
consistent anu lew-tramed plau of civilizing the 
Indians, and hastening the time when they need 
not be charges uon the Public Treasury. 


THE COMMERCIAL TRAVELER, 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Bioomineros, III., Aug. 19.--To the person 
who is inclined to make human nature a study 
and desires to see it displayed ip all its various 
forms, and is in seerch of some eligible position 
from which an extended view can be taken, we 
know of no occupation that affords so many op- 
portunities for personal observation in this di- 
rection as are enjoyed by every commercial 
traveler who keeps Mis eyes and ears open. For 
this class of men are continually on the go, year 
in and year out, in the legitimate pursuit of 
business, and in their perambulations over the 
land probably come in contact with a greater 
variety of human characteristics than ordinarily 
comes within the range vl most men. And if 
it were possible for us to enumerate the differ- 
ent eccentricities and peculiarities of human na- 
ture we have come across in our rambles over 
the country, or were able to correcily portray 
the sume, in all their native originality, in con 
pection with the mavy strange events and items 
of interest that have come under the note of 
every traveling man of experience aud Observe- 
tion, the same would furnish abuudaut material 
lor the construction uf a Very interesting aud 
instructive book. 

If any vue, however, should imagine that the 
life of a traveling salesman is Ove coittinuous 
round of pleasure, a few trips over the road 
will, we think, effectually dispei any illusions 
of this description, for it is a veritable tread- 
mill occupation, in the pursuit of which wen 
grow preinaturely old under the coustant strain 
upon all thelr vital enesgies, supennduced. and 
aveelerated by the anavyidable rrrecularities of 
thelr mode of livin, the contipucd excitement 
iucident thereto, the anxiety to satisfy both 
cmplover aud customer with the margins ob- 
tained, and, finally, to avoid any, subsequent 
loss of the same. The comforts of home, the 
society of wife and children, relatives and 
friends, are the real pleasures of this life that 
commercial travelers are pot permitted to 
enjoy, Or at least at rare intervals, on the returu 
from some lwug and tedious trip for instance, 
to soou start out again on his ceaseless round 
of travel, far away among strangers, hoping 
aud lovging as be goes for the time to come 
wheo it may ve his good fortune to secure 
something that will afford him a living at 
home. 

The wholesale merchant ou whose shoulders 
rest the cares and respuusibilities of a large 
business, perplexed with the uncertainties of 
trade, is often vexed by the seemingly insig- 
nificant or uureasovalt¢ge complaints from some 
of his customers whem he has tried hard 
to olease, and is sometimes induced to do or 
s «ings iv reply that may be construed into a 
personal affropt, or, on the other hand, takes 
occasion to find fault with his traveling agents 
for doing what vircumstavces clearly indicated 
was tor the best. We understand all this, and 
are not disposed to complain. and we would unly 
suyyvest to our employers the respectful consid- 
eration of the important fact that all men in 
business are not business men, nor is buman 
nature all run in the same mold, and as we have 
to du with men and things as they are, and vot 
as we would wish to bave them, it seems to 
the better part of discretion that we should ac- 
cept the inevitable aud guvern ourselves ac- 
cordwely. 

We do not wish, however. to be understood 
as advocating the courpromisivg of justice and 
honor iu anv event, but itis this penny wise 


and pound fovlish”’ policy, this “straining at a 


gnat and swallowing a camel, that we do take 
exceptions to. 

Every sensible man will recognize the neces 
sity of economy in the management of both 
public and private affairs, aud especially so in 
these pinching times, when the profits iu all 
branches of business are whittied down to a 
very fine point; but we fail to see the justice or 
honor in attempting to make commercial tray- 
elers, or drummers if you please, the scapegoat 
of so many ilis, the existence of which they are 
not responsibie for. 

Notwithstanding the unfriendly criticisms in- 
dulged in by certain parties derogatory to the 
moral standing and general abilities of traveling 
salesmen. this class of men, as a body, will 
compare favorably with any similar number of 
men engaged in apy other occupation, members 
of the Bar and gentlemen of the cloth not ex- 
cepted; and it -is also true that much 
of the preetige that Chicago en- 
joys tu-day as the chef com nercial emporium 
of the Northwest is due w the individuai 
efforts of her able and indefatigable corps of 
traveling salesmen, backed up by the represent- 
ative merchants of that eity, through which 
medium of communication, the traveling sys- 
tem Chicago i enabied to penetrate remote 
sections of the country, and attract to its mar- 
ket alarge volume ol trade that would other- 
wise drift away into other channels. That the 
traveling system bas its defects, and contains 
some ineflicient avd unworthy members, is 
probably true; but time and experience will 
suggest aremedy for this evil, and real merit, 
in this as in everytuing else, will find its proper 
level. 

No one, I apprehend, will question the right 
of any person or firms to conduct his or their 
business inany such a wav as may best suit 
themselves, and, when certain firms proclaim to 
the world that they have withdrawn all their 
traveling agents, a decent respect for the verac- 
ity of men would require us to accept the an- 
nouncement as an accomplished tact. Experience 
has taught us that vou may coustruct the most 
beautitul theories that the mind of man can 
possibly conceive; but, unless they coincide with 
the inexorable law of circumstances, they all to 
the ground as useless dross. Mankind are more 
or less the creatures of habit, and hence it is 
difficult to iuduce men to give up their accus- 
tomed way of doing things and adopt new 
methods of accomplishing the same end. And 
from the fact that we are -ontinually coming in 
contact with the traveling salesmen of certain 
firms, who advertise with much flourish of trum- 
pets that they do not empiov any traveling men, 
leads us to conclude that either the system they 
advocate has been found on trial to be imprac- 
ticable, or it is an ingenious method of attract- 
ing public attention. But be this as it may, 
and let the world wag as it will, we shail con- 
tinue to pursue the even tenor of our way, en- 
deavoring at all times te do our duty. and, by 
the rectitude of our lives, merit the approval 
and respect of our fellow-men, 

In concluding these rem allow us to «all 
attention to the Northwestern 
Association,—an organization that has already 
brought substantial aid and comiort to the fam- 
ilies of its deceased members, and we would 
therefore respectfully recommend the obiect and 
aims of this institution to the favorabie vonsid- 
eration of all commercial travelers in good

Something About Leet, Anderson, Kellogg. 
Packard, & Al., from « Democratic Lou- 
isianian. 


To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaso, Aug. 18.—Joho E. Leet « the wit- 
ness before the Potter Committee, and printed 
in the dispatches as John A. Leete. Your 
article of this morning, criticising his testimony, 
does him mijustice, because, in common with 
editors of the North, sou have failed to com- 
prebend the true condition of the Feliciana 
Parishes at the last election. 

In East Feliciana Parish, where James E. 
Anderson was Subervisor of Registration, there 
is « large colored, and of course Republican, 
majority, if properly cared for. During Kei- 
legg’s administration as Governor, there was no 
law in the couptry-parishes of the State. In 
many parishes the olficials were black. entirely 
without qualification for office, either menially 
of sOvially, and, us a result, the laws were a dead 
letter, This was especially the case in East 
Feliciana, where there were not  half-a- 
dozen white Republicans, none of whom 
had any qualifications as political leaders. 
Anderson was avpointed Supervisor of Registra- 
tion by Llieut.- Gov. Antoine, a cocoaput-headed 
little darkey, who acted as Governor during 
Kelloge’s absence from the State, for the 
purpose of putting the responsibilny for such 
appointments on somebody else,—it being the 


policy of both Kellogg and Packard to select 


for such positions men who were utterly devoid 
of apy principle or hopesty. Anderson was ove 
of them. He had been rewarded for dirty 
work gin 1874 bv a piace in the Custom-House, 
which he occupied during the time he held the 
appointment of Supervisor of Registration in 
Fast Feliciana Parish Kellogg and Packard 
knew very well that thev could not carry Kast 
Feliciana, because, under the circumstances, 
it, vould hot tee organized by atch 
able and well-known bummers as An- 
dersou. The colored people would either vote 
the Democratic ticket or not vote at all: aud 
therefore Kellogg and Packard determined that 
the parish should be thrown out, aud Leet tells 
the truth when he savs so. 

Leet and Anderson were the kind of tools 
Kellogg and Packard delighted to work with. 
if Packard had been uble to get the Governor's 
office, Leet and Anderson and a score or two 
more of the same sort would have had places 
under the State Government. aud they never 
would have revealed the melancholy truths that 
are so hard for the people in this latitude to 
believe. Haves could not provide for the voble 
urmy of ballot-box stuffers, false-attidavit- 
makers, and place-huuters generally, who would 
have been looked after as coud, honest Repub- 
licans if Packard could have controlled the 
offices of the State.

When he was turned out ol that place, be found 
employment as a reporter on the New Orleans 
Times, a sort of milk-and-water, Democratic 
paper, whose editor is a brother-in-law 
of ex-Audiior Clinton, who imported him 
Sule ycars ago from Missouri, and 
put him ip a sinccure which he 
had previodsly provided for him. witha s8a)- 
ary of $4,500 per annum. Clinton, in- his efforts 
to support and oppose Kellogg at the same 
time, was compelled to resigu the Auditor's of- 
fice to escape impeachment; and he finally es- 
caped conviction wheu prosecuted by Attornevy- 
Genera! Field,—a Republican official; —because 
one member of the jury bung ”’ for bis acquit- 


tal. His Missouri brother-in-law is now editor 


of the Times, whercon Leet is a reporter: and it 


is only justice to say that Leet always does as 


well as he knows how the work of his, master.

With the examination of Maj. Bonzx, 
Burier’s last hope of finding evidence to 
convict President Hares of complicity in a 
corrupt bargain must have disappeared.

Burke was in Wash- 
ington, and satisfied himself from the as- 
surances of those who were friendly 
to Hayes that the latter would carry 
out the spirit of his letter of ac- 
ceptance, and would pursue the policy 
of non-intervention to which Gen.

PACIFIC RAILROAD EXTORTION. 
The recent action of the Pacific railroads 


in doubling their charges on freight has as- 
sumed a national importance. It is an out- 
rage for which the Government is partly 
responsible. The Pacific railroads were 
built under a national charter; they were 
paid for out of bonds loaned by the Gov- 
ernment ; the Government is nominally rep- 
resented in their Board of Managers; they 
are in default to the Government on the 
payment of interest; they resisted the first 
effort to collect this interest by withholding 
the amount due the railroads for services 
rendered. They will probably refuse to com- 
ply with the law passed at the last session of 
Congress providing for a sinking-fund ; and 
now they propose to practice a double extor- 
tion upon the people by increasing rates that 
were already too high. 

In one word, these Pacific railroads, 
which are the creatures and debtors of the 
people, assume to rob the people. It 
is high time that the Government 
should adopt some stringent measures 
to repress the rapacity of the 
speculators who have gained control of 


these roads. The practice has prevailed 


long enough of using privileges, lands, and 
money granted by the people in order to 
defy and oppress the people. These roads 
have been managed from the beginning in 
such a way as to defraud the Government, 
to which they owe their existence, and to 
pay exorbitant dividends on nominal capital 
stock that does not represent the actual 
investment of one dollar. The rates for 
passengers and freight have always been ex- 
tortionate, but now that they are deliberately 
doubled at a time when the expenses of 
operating the roads are at the minimum, 
the action indicates a degree of audacity on 
the part of thenominal owners and grasping 
managers that can only be resisted by the 
most extreme measures. 

The charters under which these Pacific 
railroads were constructed reserve the gen- 
eral right to alter and amend. The strict 
construction of this law enables the Govern- 
ment to take the practical management of 
the roads. This is what should now be done. 
The Government should proceed to fix and 
regulate the charges. The Supreme Court 
of the United States has held that the States 
may individually exercise this power in the 
case of railroads organized under State laws, 
and even when such right is not expressly 
reserved in the charters. It will scarcely be 
denied, then, that the United States may do 
as much in the case of railroads Organized 
under a national charter in which such rights 
were reserved. 
should be to pass a law requiring the Pacific 
railroads to regulate their charges for 
through and way freight and passengers on 
the same general basis as the other first-class 
roads in the country, and then to enforce 
obedience to this law by mandamus in the 
United States Circuit Court. 

But in order to reach this comprehensive 
measure of relief, a session of Congress must 
be awaited. Is the public to be plundered 
with impunity in the meantime? What are 
the Government Directors of the Pacific 
Railroad doing? Do they imagine that they 
have no responsibility in this matter? Do 
they think that the law provided for Gov- 
ernment Directors merely for the purpose of 
furnishing them with offices and salaries, and 
not with any view to protecting the interests 
of the public? Mr. Frencu, thenew Railroad 
Commissioner, has called upon these Gov- 
ernment Directors for information, but can 
get no reply from them. They evidently 
know nothing about it, or else know too 
much, and have too much personal interest in 
the matter to disturb the present arrangement. 
They will not even hold a meeting. Under 
these circumstances, the President should 


rectors and appoint others who will show 
some concern for the public interest. If the 
Government Commissioners would get to- 
gether and make a full report on the condi- 
tion of the roads and the scoundrelism of 
their management, they could furnish an im- 
petus for the expression of a public opinion 
that might bring the Jay Govunps and Hoxr. 
mctons to terms without waiting for a law 
of Congress. If the present Commissioners 
will not do this, let the President find others 
who will. 

There is absolutely no merit in the exag- 
gerated charges ordered by the managers of 
these Pacifie railroads. The rates that ex- 
isted before were exorbitant. This is suff 
ciently attested by the fact that 
they have served to pay large dividends 
on the great pile of fictitious stock, in addi- 
tion to the gratuities to the parasite companies 
cost of operating the Pacific railroads does 
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lop off the heads of these Government Di- 


The Pacific roads have now plenty 
of coal, water, and provisions all along the 
line; the wages they pay are no larger than 
those paid by other railroads ; their locomo- 
tives and rolling stock and track re- 
pairs cost no more; most of the. ter- 
ritory they traverse is on a dead 
level, and the grades necessitated by the 
mountains do not increase the cost of haul- 
ing any more in the aggregate than they do 
on the Baltimore & Ohio or Pennsylvania 
Central Roads, If the amount of their busi- 
ness is comparatively smaller, it is only be- 
cause they have discouraged it by excessive 
charges. In all fairness and justice, to the 
Pacific companies as well as the public, 
their rates should not be higher than those 
of roads running east. of Omaha. 

Unless the Government shall be able to se- 
cure some concessions from these Pacific 
railroads through the action of the Govern- 
ment Directors, it will be in order for 
Congress to proceed at the very next ses- 
sion to adopt some heroic treatment for 
these public cancers. If all other measures 
fail, it will be better for the Government to 
take possession of the roads and assume the 
first-mortgage debt than to tolerate the 
present system of plundering the people. 
One of the results of the extortion on the 
part of the Union and Central Pacific Roads 
will certainly be to encourage the disposition 
to grant aid tothe Northern and Southern 
Pacific schemes. These roads can be built 
both of them for the same amount of money 
which the Government alone advanced to ena- 
ble the construction of the single through line 
that now exists, and either of them for half 
that money. If the present roads take such 
advantage of their monopoly as to render re- 
lief desirable at any cost, andif Congress 
fail to assert the restraint which it may exer- 
cise, there will be a popular demand for the 
construction of the new routes, and the av- 
erage Congressman will easily yield to this 
demand. 


BEN BUTLER’S GRAB. 

A little investigation in the office of the 
Fourth Auditor at Washington by a curious 

ewspaper reporter has developed the cer- 
— that for personal meanness, selfish- 
ness, hoggishness, and hypocrisy, Ben Bur- 
LER may challenge comparison. 

This investigation was given i detail in 
our last issue, and may be briefly restated. 
Some workingmen may have failed to read 
it; if so, we commend their attention to it. 
Six years ago, Borten engineered a bill 
through Congress which enabled the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia to adjudi- 
cate the capture of New Orleans as a naval 
prize, and under this authority the Court 
awarded $900,000 as prize-money to be dis- 
tributed among the officers and ‘sailors of 
Admiral Farracut’s fleet. As all the prizes 
captured at New Orleans had been turned 
over to the Government, the prize-money 
came out of the Treasury in bulk. With a 
strange disregard of propriety, to say the 
least, the Court appointed Born himself 
and one Wruson asthe Proctors in the dis- 
bursal of this large sum. 

The work to be performed by them was 
purely of a routine kind that could have 
been done by any whipster at the Bar. 
Practical lawyers say that $5,000 would have 
been too large a fee for their services. It may 
interest workingmen to know that these two 
gentlemen grabbed $142,000 of the total 
amount, the most of the work having been 
done by a few clerks, who were paid trifling 
amounts for taking testimony. 

There are no vouchers to show how the 
remainder of this money was disbursed. 
There are no receipts, even from Burn and 
Wiso, for the money they grabbed away 
from sailors’ families. 

This man Burt is the bloviant humbug 
who has the audacity to address laborers as 
„fellow laboring men and women”: who 
hires the San Francisco hoodlam to belch bis 
obscenity and profanity in his interests; who 
argues for a fair division of the profits of 
labor; who says, The amount a man has 
got wrongfully out of the public should be 
redistributed to the public.” Will he redis- 
tribute the $142,000 he has taken wrong 
fully from Farracut’s gallant sailors to their 
families? Are workingmen so ignorant that 
they cannot see through the transparent 
humbuggery of this miserable demagogné 
and his hireling Kearney? 

When Ben Born next presumes to ad- 
dress workingmen upon the rights of labor 
let them remember how he manipulated a 
Washington Court to pay him $142,000 be- 
longing to sailors’ families for a little job not 
worth one-twentieth of that amount. Let 
them remember that he is one of the lech- 
erous bondholders,” and one of those man- 
ufacturers and capitalists whom Kranxkr 
wants to “corral and grind.” 7 

In the light of such a disclosure as this it 
does not seem remarkable that a man who 
would take $142,000 belonging to the wid- 
ows and orphans of Union soldiers and sail- 
ors would take unwarranted liberties with 
Confederate spoons and jewelry, To grab 
all he can and keep all he gets seems to Pe 
the practice of this model labor-reformer, 
who is just now noisjly assailing the employ- 
ing class and prating of the rights of labor 
and the distress of the employed. 

Crawled out of the Democratic party into 
the Republican party, and sneaked out of the 
Republican party into the Labor party, it is 
now time for the workingmen to kick him 
out of their party down into the Communists, 
if there be no lower poiitical depth. It is an 
insult to their manhood and morality that 
he should presume to be their leader with 
his pockets filled with money filched from 
the widows and orphans of Farracur's 
sailors. 


OUR MEXICAN POLICY. 

At last the Administration has adopted 
what may be called a vigorous and positive 
policy with regard to the difficulties with 
Mexico on the Rio Grande border, and has 
sent instructions to Gen. Ono which give 
him a very wide latitude in his efforts to ar- 
rest and punish Mexican thieves. According 
to these instructions, Gen. Orp will pursue 
them with increased vigor whenever they 
retreat to Mexican soil, and if the regular 
Mexican troops interfere in their behalf, he 
will not avoid a conflict but punish them also 
as accomplices, and then return to the Ameri- 
can bank of the river. While nothing which 
may occur in carrying out these instructions 
will be looked upon by the Government as a 
cause for war between the two countries, our 
troops acting simply as police to punish 
thieves and incendiaries, and not meaning 
any offense to Mexico, it is nevertheless an- 
nounced that if the Mexican regular troops 
shall cross the river in retaliation; then a 
casus belli may be construed therefrom. 

This policy is explicit and just. It does 
not menace Mexico or interfere with any of 
the rights of its Government or citizens. It 
simply declares the intention of out Govern- 
ment to punish depredations upon the lives 
and property of its citizens, committed by 
gangs of Greasers, over whom the Mexican, 
Government by its own confession has no 
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ried on for years, and the victims have had 
no redress. Millions of dollars’ worth of 
property has been stolen and many lives 
have been sacrificed at the hands of these 
thieving rascals, who have always found a 


The Government has been long suffering, and 
has always acted upon the policy of not dis- 
tarbing the friendly relations between the 
two republics. Now that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment has shown its impotence, and its 
representatives declare their inability to stop 
the depredations or punish the Greasers, our 
own Government has undertaken the task. 

In adopting this vigorous policy the Gov- 
ernment has followed the precedents estab- 
lished by other nations. For offenses which 
appear trivial and almost insignificant as 
compared with the Mexican outrages, En- 
gland threw a large army into Abyssinia, 
conquered the country, and exacted severe 
retribution. For merely interfering with the 
rights of a handful of travelers, she has 
punished the tribes of South Africa and 
taken their territory away from them, and 
meted out swift penalties upon the people of 
the Sierra Leone coast, the bushmen of Aus- 
tralia, the natives of Hindostan, and the Chi- 
nese and Japanese pirates. In like manner, 
Russia for slight causes has visited her 
displeasure upon tribe after tribe in the Cau- 
casus, and swept over the plains of Tur- 
kestan with destructive wrath. In almost 
every instance of this kind, England and 
Russia have not only severely punished the 
offenders, but have taken away their terri- 
tory. France not enly punished the Alge- 
rines, but reduced their country to a prov- 
ince. ‘There is not another first-class Power 
in the world which, if placed in our position, 
would not long ago have punished the Mexi- 
cans, taken possession of the country, and 
been justified in the act. 

As compared with the past, the policy of 
the Government is rigorous, but as com- 
pared with the policy of other Governments, 
under circumstances even less exasperating, 
it is comparatively mild. Nevertheless, it is 
a policy which will commend itself to the 
people, and especially to the people of 
Texas, who have suffered so long, who have 
reason to be thankful that, although 
Democratic malignity has crippled our 
little army, it has not so far par- 
alyzed it but that it has strength 
to punish these outrages as they de- 
serve, and, if necessary, to crush the regular 
troops of Mexico if they interfere in behalf 
of the Greasers. It is a policy which should 
be carried out to the very letter, regardless 
of all other considerations. The people of 
this country do not want war with Mexico. 
They would rather be at peace with her and 
develop the conditions of commerce and in- 
dustry, but if this continual aggression upon 
the rights, and property, and lives of Amer- 
ican citizens cannot be stopped without war, 
the contingency will not be sufficiently grave 
to be avoided. 
| The situation may be summed up in 4 very 
few words. These border raids must stop. 
As Mexico cannot stop them, the United 
States will, and all other considerations 
must give way to this accomplishment. If 
Mexico looks upon it as a casws belli, so much 
the worse for Mexico. 


THE TRADE DOLLAR. 

The letter we published yesterday, written 
by the Acting Director of the Mint in de- 
fense of the repudiation of the trade dollar, 
is a document that adds discredit to the 
already amply discredited Mint Department. 
It defends a transaction dishonorable to the 
Government and injurious to the people. 
The trade dollar was in its inception a trick 
to block the way of remonetizing the stand- 
ard silver dollar, and all the efforts of the 
authorities have apparently been directed to 
make the trick successful. This superfluous 
coin was authorized by the act of Feb. 12, 
1873, and was emitted by the Government as 
a legal-tender in payment of sums of $5 or 
less. It was ostensibly coined for circulation 
in China; but of the $24,581,350 coined up 
to the close of the fiscal year 1877 many 
millions went into cirenlation in this coun- 
try. The bright, handsome silver pieces were 
a novelty to this paper-money generation, and 
the legal-tender quality given them 
made them a great convenience to the peo- 
ple in small payments. But after 815,418, - 
450 had been coined, a Democratic House of 
Representatives originated the law of July 
22, 1876, abrogating the legal-tender 1 tion 
of the trade dollar, although the coin had 
been distributed by trade in all parts of the 
country. After it had gained currency 
through the action of the Government, 
those who had taken it in reliance on the 
faith of the Government were informed that 
what they had received as legal-tender they 
could not use as legal-tender, and that what 
they had taken as Government money they 
could dispose of only as bullion. Viewed 
from any angle, the course of the Mint in 
regard to the trade dollar looks very tortu- 
ous. The Mint authorities forced the trade 
dollar out of Congress on the plea of making 
a market for American silver, although every 
one acquainted with Chinese trade knows 
that silver money circulates there only as 
bullion. We are informed that the trade 
dollars that go to China now are melted 
down. The extension of the market for 
American silver could have been safely left 
to American bullion producers. The very 
fact that the trade dollar weighs more than 
the Mexican dollar would prevent its circu- 
lating in China. The law that poor money 
crowds out a better money is as true in China 
as anywhere else. But though the Mint 
failed in supplanting the Mexican dollar in 
China, it succeeded in putting a snag in the 
channel of the standard dollar in America. 
The animus is the same that was exhibited 
by the Mint authorities when they refused, in 
the face of urgent appeals, to meet the hos- 
tile legislation of Germany against silver in 
1871 by any counter demonstration. 8. 
Dana Horton said truly, in his address be- 
fore the Social Science Congress, that for 
five years, ever since demonetization began, 
the monetary managers at Washington have 
been more or less serviceable to the moneta- 
ry managers at Berlin.” Instead of coining 
more silver, they should have given check to 
Germany by coining less or none, so 
that her market would have failed 
her, and her demonetization have broken 
down. Bat the Mint, having enabled Ger- 
many to sell two-thirds of her silver at a fair 
price, now devotes itself to fastening a loss 
on the American community of $95 un every 
$1,000 it holds of trade dollars, that being the 
difference between the present bullion and the 
legal-ténder value of the coin. Publie opin- 
ion will not tolerate this. The trade dollars 
that were emitted as legal-tender for $5 be- 
tween Feb. 12, 1873, and July 22, 1876, can- 
not rightfully be deprived of their legal - ten- 
der quality. Congress must provide for their 
redemption in standard silverdollars or green- 
backs, and pending their redemption must 
allow them to circulate as legal-tender 


to the amount origmally fixed. Congress 
must go further. It must extend the re-

It stands, as 
was intended, in the way of restoring the 
silver dollar. It should be struck out of the 
list of American coins. With it should dis- 
appear the officials who conceived it, and who

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INCREASE OF THE EXPORT TRADE. 

The total value of goods exported from 
New York in the month of July just past, ex- 
clusive of specie, was $28,365,267. The 
value of the exports for the same month last 
year was $22,859,693. The gain in 1878 
was thus about five and a half millions. The 
New York Journal of Commerce remarks on 
this showing: This is a very large total for 
midsummer and is quite remarkable, con- 
sidering the diminishing imports.” The im- 
ports at New York for the month of July 
were less than for any previous July in seven 
years, except in the summer of 1876, when 
this trade was almost at a stand, 

The figures for the first seven months of 
the year are still more remarkable. The ex- 
ports from New York in this period (exclu- 
sive of specie) amounted to $200,223,509 in 
1878, to $156,845,131 in 1877, and to $149,- 
231,890 in 1876. The increase in 1878 over 
1877 was thus over forty-three millions, and 
over 1876 about fifty-one millions. These 
figures, in their magnitude,” continues the 
commercial paper above referred to, are 
without any precedent in our trade.” New 
York usually imports two-thirds of the for- 
eign goods landed in the country, and ex- 
ports about 46 per cent of the shipments. 
Assuming this ratio, the balance of trade in 
our favor for the single month of July is 
nearly twenty-six millions, while the balance 
for July a year ago was only eleven and a 
quarter millions. For the first seven months 
of 1878 the balance in our favor was about 
one hundred and eighty-seven and 
a half millions, and for the corre- 
sponding period of 1877 only forty- 
fourfand a half millions. The increase 
in the exports of the whole country for the 
first seven months of this year as compared 
with the same period of last year is about 
ninety-four and a third millions, and the de- 
crease in the imports is only forty-eight and 
a half millions; so that the increase of the 
balahce of trade in our favor is about two- 
thirds due to an increase of exports and 
one-third due to a decrease of imports. 

The additional exports of this year as 
compared with last year are, of course, 
principally in breadstufls and provisions, 
though there are gratifying indications of a 
slight increase also in the export of manu- 
factured products, An interesting article in 
the New York Times describes some of the 
curiosities of our export trade, and shows 
that we export beef and plum-pudding to 
England, potatoes to Ireland, toys and lager- 
beer to Germany, and oatmeal to Scotland. 
Our prints are sold at Manchester, and our 
ironware at Birmingham. A firm in New 
York City has started a factory exclusively 
for the making of cigars for export to En- 
gland. Our export of cheese, which forty 
years ago amounted to but 411,338 pounds, 
last year reached the enormous aggregate 
of 107,364,666 pounds,—70 per cent of which 
was made in New York, and most of which 
was sent to Great Britain. A warehouse 
containing 2,000 coffins of American make 
was recently opened in England. The ex- 
port of olive-oil jumped from 281,000 gallons 
in 1876 to 1,705,000 gallons in 1877. 


American jewelry goes everywhere, and Ameri- 
can watches have nearly, H not quite, driven 
Swiss and Engush made watches out of their own 
markets. The British Government purchased 200 
stem-winders in December for the use of condue- 
tors and engineers on one of the State railroads in 
India, and ia February an agent of the Rotherham 
Watch Company, of England., visited this country 
and ordered a number of sets of the tools and ma- 
chinery used here. A Newark, N. J., sash and 
blind mannfacturer filicd a large order for ship- 
ment to Turkey in June. A Troy bell-founder has 

cently fitted out churches in Constantinople and 

pangkok. American locomotive manufacturers 
are hard at work filling orders from Russia and 
South America. Our carriages, street-care, and 
vehicles of all sorts are being sent in all directions. 
Our petroleum lights the worid. Statuary and 
paintings are regula:ly exported from this country 
to Europe. Think of it! Among other important 
items of export are books, scientific instrument», 
wines, pianos, carpets, furniture, toilet soaps, 
fine and coarse boots and shoes, glassware, scales, 
stoves, leather. writing inks, slates, marbles, 
pins. and tools and machinery of ali kinds. And 
the best of it is, these things sell on their merits, 
and not on account of their cheapness. 


The writer in the Times, while recognizing 
the great advances made by American com- 
merce of late years, deplores the fact that it 
has not entirely regained lost ground. 
American enterprise has been handicapped, 
he says, by six serious drawbacks; these are 
lack of means of transportation, high rates 
of interest on capital, high ratesof marine 
insuraxce, carelessness in packing, waste of 
material, and an ‘‘omission to make con- 
cessions to the local prejudices of outside 
barbarians.” It is strange that in making a 
list so complete as this is intended to be 
there should be a failure to notice 
the most important cause of all of 
the slow 2 of American commerce, 
namely, the existence of an exorbitant tariff 
which has put American manufacturers at a 
disadvantage as compared with those of all 
other countries. By increasing the cost of 
living, and by adding to the price of raw 
material, machinery, etc., the tariff has in- 
creased the cost of production, and prevented 
free competition between American and 
foreign made goods. If this disadvantage 
has been in some instances overcome, it has 
only been becanse of the immense superiority 
of American labor and natural agents over 
those of other countries. Our export trade 
in manufactured goods is by no means what 
it should be, and is still inconsiderable as 
compared with our exports of breadstuffs 
and provisions; and, such as it is, it has 
risen above the most disadvantageous legis- 
lation that could be conceived for it. If the 
tariff were reduced to the revenue standard 
there would be as great a bound forward in 
the export of manufactured goods as there 
has been in raw materials.

The first issue of legal-tender greenbacks, and 
convertible into 6 per cent bonds at the pleasure 
of the holder, was under the act of July 11, 
1862, and authorized the issue of 150 millions. 
Another 150 millions of the same sort of green- 
backs was authorized by the act of Jan. 
17, 1863. The right of the holder to 
convert into 6 per cent bonds was withdrawn 
by the act of July 1, 1863. How many notes 
were redeemed under the operation of the two 
acts is difficult to tell. lt equaled, of course, the 
purchase of 6 per cent bonds between July 11, 
1862, and July 1, 1863, and amovnted, perhaps, 
to 250 millions; but the Government was 
obliged to reissue the greenbacks thus con- 
verted into bonds as fast as received. The rea- 
son for repealing this right of the holder to con- 
vert them into bonds we have lorgotten, but 
think the legality of their reissue was doubted 
by some lawyers, and that was probably a chic! 
reason tor withdrawing the option.

Still it could be done, and if 
the Fiatists would discard their nonsensical 
proposition and advocate the issue of redeem- 
able Treasury notes as a substitute for bank 
notes, the masses of the people of the West 
would probably jom them inenforcing the meas-

HE RAILROADS. 


AN IMPORTANT CASE. 
g Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MitwavuxKer, Aug. 22.—The case pending in 
the State Supreme Court fora forfeiture of 
the charter and franchise of the Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore & Western Railroad Company will 
be argued next Tuesday at Madison by ex-Chief 
Justice L. S. Dixon on the part of the relator, 
aud by J. P. C. Cottrill for the Railroad Com- 
papy. The facts areas follows: The old Lake 
Shore Railroad Company, which became in- 
solvent four or five vears ago, ‘rented 
its rolling stock of the United 
States Rolling Sterk Company, and, when 
the Railroad Com any collapsed, it still owed 
the Rolling Stock Company some $5,000. An 
officer of the Rolling Stock Company came to 
Milwaukee for the purpose of collecting the 
debt if possible and removing the rolling stock. 
He found the railroad in possession of the 
Trustees for the bondholders, and foreclosure 
proceedings in progress. He was about to re- 
move the rolling stock, which would have 
stopped the operations of the road, when, it is 
alleged, F. W.“ Rhinelander, the President of 
the old Railroad Company, but also the-agent 
of @he Trustees for the bondholders in pos- 
session of the road, and then operating 
it, agreed to pay the debt of the old Company, 
and also leased the same rolling stock to be used 
tor «the Trustees ad interim until foreclosure 
proceedings were concluded and the new Com- 
pany formed. A contract to this effect was 
entered into, but it is said that Rhinelander 
signed it as President of the old Company, not 
as Jagent of the Trustees for the bondholders, 
and the officer of the Rolling Stock Company 
did not notice, as is explained, the title added 
by Rhinelander to his signature. After the 
organization of the present Milwaukee, Lake 


Shore & Western Railway Company, pay- 
ment not only of the debt of tne 
old Company but of the rent 


of the rolling stock for the intermediate period 
was refused. The bondholders of the old Lake 
Shore Company had, of course, bid in the road 
and Company property, and were the stock- 
holders of the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & West- 
ero Railroad Company. The United States 
Rolling Stock Company determined to sue them 
for the whole amount of rent due, and retained 
Judge Dixon for that purpose. In commencing 
the suit, he could get personal service on but a 
portion of the Trustees, and proposed to attach 
the stock of all the defendants in the newly- 
tormed Railroad Company, but he could not tind 
the books of account and records of the 
Company, especially the stock books in this 
State, to be reached by legal process. G. H. II. 
Reed, Superintendent of the road, in a prelim- 
inary examination on oath, said that no ollicers 
of the Company reside in the State, none of its 
books of account and record are Kept here, and 
that he is simply an employe to superintend the 
mechanical operation of the road and the run- 
ning of trains. On this state of facts Judge 
Dixon appiied to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of quo warranto, looking to a forfciture of the 
Railroad Company’s charter and franchises for 
failure to comply with the law requiring the 
books and accounts of railroad companies or- 
ganized under the laws of this State 
to be kept within the State. This suit is one by 
the State against the Railroad Company, and the 
information is im the name of the Attorney- 
General. A large portion of the history of the 
claim of the United States Rolling Stock Com- 
pany against the defunct Railroad Company and 
the Trustees of the bondholders is set forth iu 
the application filed by Judge Dixon in the Su- 
preme Court, asking leave to bring this suit, 
and in the information, the attorneys for the 
Railroad Company moved that this matter be 
stricken from the information, and the motion 
was denied. The argument next Tuesday will 
be of the whole case, whether railroad compa- 
nies organized under the laws of the State are 
compelled to keep their books within the State. 
As to the penalty for rejusing to do so, if that 
is the law, the forfeiture is inevitable, in which 
case the property of the Company would go in- 
to the hands of a Receiver.

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THE SARATOGA MEETING. 

Saratoga, N. V., Aug. 2.—At the meeting 
of Railroad Managers the Committee reported 
that the circular had been prepared in accord- 
ance with the report submitted yesterday, and 
was being generally signed, agreeing to ‘abolish 
commissions.

Louis and Chicago, is extortionate, and not to be 
borne in silence. While the new arrangement 
lasts, it will cost 35 cents per hundred to ship grain 
from St. Louis to New York, and 29 cents from 
Chicago to New York. This is the secona advance 
of Scents per hundred made within three weeus. 
When the roads were figating each other, wheat 
was carried at 12 cents per busnel from St. Louis. 
Now that the pooling businéss works harmonious- 
ly, it costs 21 cents w do the same hauling. The 
result of it will be to turn the trade that is natu- 
raily tributary to this city to Chicago. The lake 
and canal routes are so much lower than the rail 
rates that grain will naturally seek that way to the 
seaboard. This is of small use to St. Louis. It 
will be interesting now to see what action will be 
taken by our Chamber of Commerce.

longer. The lease is transferred to Hooley, and 
the annual rental is fixed at $10,000.

WHEELER’S SENTENCE.

MiLwavckesr, Wis., Aug. 22.—The argument 
of the motion for a new trial in the case of 
Russell Wheeler, convicted of mauslaughter in 
the fourth degree for Killing Theodore B. Heu- 
derer June 26, will be heard before Judge 
Mallory, of the Municipal Court, next Tuesday. 
Wheeler has remained at large since his trial, 
on his original bail bone, given July 5. It is 
stated by Wheeler’s counsel that they have es- 
tablished the fact that one of the jurors was 
not a citizen, and was disqualified to sit in the 
case, though on his voir dire he swore aflirma- 
tively to his full citizenship. he case, it is 
rumored, will be brought before the Grand 
Jury.

The effort to set aside the veraict is 
therefore more strenuously urged to save 
Wheeler’s citizenship, which could only be 
restored by a pardon from the Governor, if the 
verdict stands, however light a fine be imposed 
on the convict.

CLEARING-HOUSE REVIEW. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York. Aug. 22.—The fPudlic says the 
week's clearings for nineteen cities in 1878 and 
1877 show an aggregate increase of less than 1 
per cent, but this is due to the excess of exchanges 
at New York, and that excess is fuily explained 
by the fact that the sales of stocks here during three 
weeks amount to, 973,460 shares, against only 
2. 418. 520 last year. Exclusive of speculative. 
transactions, therefore, the exchanges at 
New York have been much smaller 
than in 1877, though much larger than in 1876. 
The aggregate for eighteen cities outside of New 
York shows a decrease of about 5 4-10 per cent, 
which is much less than the decline in prices. 
Comparing the twelve ies which reported in 
1876, we find in the egate a steady increase, 
but one due whodliy, as to last year, to stock 
operations here. In the eleven cities outside of 
New York the aggregate shows a constant decrease. 
which amounts, however, to less than 5 per cent 
in either year, and is therefore less in two years 
than the decline in prices daring the last year 
alone. 80 far the comparison is not unfavorable. 
But the cities have fared very differently. New 
York, San Francisco, Baltimore, and Louisville 
have increased inthe amount of business each 
year. St. Louis, after heavy loss dur- 
mg the strike last year, now reports 
larger transactions than those of 1870. Chicago 
reports larger transactions than last year, but less 
than in 1876, while Milwaukee and New Orleans, 
though failing behind tne record of last year, also 
gain in comparison with 1876. At Cincinnati the 
large gain of last year has been lost, but, since 
1876, there has been no decrease of consequence. 
The only cities which record continuous losses 
are Boston, Philadelphia, and Pittsburg, and at 
Boston the decline has been less since 1876 than 
the decline in prices. 

The comparison thus brings us back to the con- 
clusion frequently suggested already that the 
greater part of the depression im business has 
been in the coal and iron trades, and that as to 
other business, the aggregate of quantities ex- 
changed have been steadily increasing.

No. 1 Minnesota wheat sold in this market yes- 
terday at $1.20 per bu to goto Rockford, in this 
State. The summary published in these columns 
yesterday indicates that there will be much less 
than the usual supply of good spring wheat, and 
some millers are already fearing that they will not 
be able to maintain the standard of their brands. 
Of course there is plenty of winter wheat. 

The news from Detroit yesterday noted a falling 
off in the receipts of wheat at that point, but it is 
well to remember that this may be owing to a #car- 
city of cars. It has already been stated that the 
side-tracks at several points are filled with grain- 
laden cars waiting to be transferred to elevator, 
and it is understood that Detriot has more wheat 
waiting ather doors than shecan handle right 
away. It isthe opinion of many experts that the 
supply of winter wheat will keep up to a full 
volume till seeding time; but then it is true that a 
good deal of ali the wheat yet to arrive has been 
soid in advance of its movement from the country, 
and will gotothe seaboard without having to be 
sold at an intermediate market. 

The leading produce magkets were somewhat 
steadier yesterday, with scardely as much doing as 
the recent average. Barley was weak, oats easier, 
and rye tame, but in the more important markets 
there was apparently a dispositionto think that 
prices have been depressed low enough. In pork, 
wheat, and corn, the decline was attended bya 
big line of short selling, especially in wheat, and 
the shorts have to cover at sometime. There is 
reason to think that a good many of the wheat 
shorts have been filled, however, during the past 
two days; while in pork and corn there was a con- 
viction that the stuff will prove to be worth the 
money. In the case of corn there is reason to ex- 
pecta good steady European demand equal to 
about all that can be forwarded vetween now and 
the close of navigation. 

There was no very marked change in the posi- 
tion of the dry-goods market. Business con- 
tinues to show a steady and satisfactory improve- 
ment, and prices are maintained with pronounced 
firmness. Groceries are meeting with a growing 
demand, and are firm all around, with rather a 
hardening tendency in the more staple articles, 
There wasa quiet fish market, though jobbers re- 
port their sales as quite up to the average of former 
seasons at a like period. All kinds of fish are in 
light stock and firm. Dried fruits are moving 
more freely and are steadier. Butter was fairly 
active and firm. Cheese also met with a fair share 
of attention, and was held at full figures. Prices 

of oilea remained as before, ruling firm under a 
good demand. No changes were noted in the 
leather, bagging, coal, and wood markets. To- 
baccos continue more than ordinarily active for 
the time of year, and are firm ali arouhd, with 
some descriptions showing an advancing tendency, 
in sympathy with the advance in the leaf. Accord- 
ing to the Louisville Tobacco News, which pub- 
lishes correspondence from all the principal tobac- 
co-growing districts of the country, the new crop 
is likely to fall short of an average, both in quality 
and quantity. 

The demand for cargo lumber was again limited, 
and the market weak under fair offerings. The 
yard market was fairly active and steady. Haru- 
ware and metals were in little better demand, and 
steady. The fall trade is opening slowly, and 
promises to be satisfactory. Nails were slow at 
irreguiar rates. The wool market was steady. 
Broom-corn was easy under fair supplies of old 
corn, with a good crop of new about ready to cut. 
Seeds were steady, except timothy, which was duil 
and lower. Hides were firm atthe advance lately 
made. The offerings of potatoes were again fair, 
and city dealers were buying at recent prices. 
Green fruits were easy in the absence of anything 
like an active inquiry, and prices were unevenly 
lower. 

Lake freights were moderately active, and a 
shade easier, but without change in quotations. 
The ruling rate to Buffalo was 4c on corn: and 
wheat;to do wasiquoted at 44@4%c. Room was 
taken for 100,000 bu wheat, 227,000 bu corn, 
50,000 bu oats, and 10, 000 bu rye.

DOUBTLESS A MURDER. 
THE DEATH OF EMORY C. MOORE. 

There secms to be little room to doubt that the 
young man, Emory C. Moore, whose disappear- 
ance from his boarding-place, 1346 Prairie ave- 
nue, last Saturday evening, and the subsequent 
finding of whose body in the lake was noticed in 
yesterday's TRincng, was murdered. The facts in 
the matter, as ascertained by a reporter yesterday, 
all point to this conclusion, and are as follows: 

Moore was a man about 23 years of age, and for 
the past three months has been in the iaw office of 
C. H. Crawford, in Major Block. Previous to this 
time Mr. Crawford had known Moore as an up- 
rigut and ambitious young man, and it was through 
the med:iuin of this acdzaintance that he entered 
the office. 

Last Saturday afternoon Moore went to his 
boarding-piace as usual, and when bis room-mate, 
George H. Tabor, reached there, was dressing 
himself, having apparently just taken a bath. 
The two conversed together for some time before 
going to supper, and during this talk Moore said 
that he intended making a call during the evening, 
and Tabor noticed that he had donned a dress-coat 
and vest. After supper Tabor and Moore returned 
to their room and staid there until about 8 
o'clock, when a visitto a Thirty-firet street barber- 
shop was made, and before going Moore again put 
on his business-suit, leaving his watch in the 
vest which he took off. After being 
shaved, the young men returned to 
their boarding-place, and Moore said that as it was 
nearly bo clock he woald not make tne call he had 
intended. Ina short time he said he would go and 
get a glass of soda, and left. Tabor thought it 
rather strange that be should go out again, but was 
not surprised, as Moore was quite a pedestrian, 
and in the habit of taking long walks at all hours. 
From that time he was never seen alive by bis 
room-mate or immediate friends, and they were in 
ignorance of his fate until Tuesday, when his body 
was castup by the lake near Thirty-fourth street 
with a bullet in the orain. After leaving the house 
he stopped at a Thuirty-first street drug-store and 
drank a glass of soda, and was not seen again. 

‘There is not the slightest evidence that the man 
committed suicide, but on the contrary everything 
tends to show that he did not. In the first piace, 
there was no known reason why he should have 
destroyed himself, and his behavioron the even- 
ing that he met his deat: was not that of a man 
who meditated such a deed, as he was in his usual 
cheerful mood, and manifested not the slightest 
despondency. No pistol was found on the body; 
and Mr. Tabor stated to a reporter that Moore was 
not in the babit of carrying a weapon of that kina, 
and, as far as his knowledge went, did not own one. 

Another circumstance that disproves the suicide 
theory ia the fact that the location of the wound 
(about three inches to the left of, and below, the 
right ear) was such as to prove conclusively that 
the bullet came from,behind. No man could 
shoot himself in that.dplace without placing the 
pistol within six inches of the skull, and this 
would certainly result in the Kin and hair being 
purned and powder blown into thé flesh, none of 
which marks were found on the body of Moore. 
The bullet, which was a very small-sized one, 
barely passed through the skull, scarcely pene- 
trating the brain at all, which showed that the 
person firing the shot must have been some dis- 
tance from the murdered man when the shooting 
was done. 

The police state that the railroad tracks and 
breakwaters in the vicinity of Thirtieth street are 
infested by a gang of tramps, any of whom would 
kill a man for $5, and the irresistible conclusion is, 
that, while waikingin that locality, Moore was 
shot by some of these pests for the sake of rob- 
bery, and the body thrown into the lake to conceal 
the crime. 

ne inquest has been adjourned indefinitely, in 
the hope tnat the police, who are working on the 
case, Will discover some clew that will lead to the 
solving of the mystery. 

More's parents live in Salem, Ind., to which 
place the body has been sent.

BURGLARIES. 
THE RECORD FOR AUGUST. 

The month of August, 1878, in the police an- 
nals of the city ought to be marked witha black 
letter, forthe burglaries and larcenies committted 
(and the month is not yet over) foots up more 
than the entire reported list of burglaries 
and iarcenies for thé entire preceding 
year. It isnot hard to find a reason for sucha 
condition of ‘affairs. The change of a police ad- 
ministration in large cities, even though the change 
is not for the worse, is always hailed with a Wel- 
come from the professional thieves throughout the 
country. whoat once flock tothe city, and make 
the best out of the time they are allowed to remain. 
Especialiy is this trae after an administration that 
has been severe on thieves. 

That the public may know exactly what the 
burylars are doing. and what the police are accom- 
plishing in the wav of punishing them and recov- 
ering the goods, THe TniBuNE has from time to 
time puolixhed such cases as happened to be of so 
great importance as to be subjects of common strect 
gossip. The police have taken every measure to 
prevent the pubiication of such news, and in 
nearly every instance have warned victims to keep 
their losses o themselves, and under no circum- 
stances countenance any publication or advertis- 
ing. ‘This warning was usually done up in advice 
to the effect that the publication of such burgiaries 
only tends Lo defeat the detective in the pursuit of 
his game. 

THE FIRST BURGLARY 
was that of the residence of Mr. J. B. Lyon, of the 
firm of Lyon, Lester & Co., No. 262 Michigan 
avenue. During the daytime of Sunday, the Lith 
inst., the house Was ransacked from cellar to gar- 
ret, and fully $2,000 wortb of jewelry. silver plate, 
aud clothing was carried away. No trace of the 
pluoder has since been found, and no clue isknown 
by the detectives. The matter was kept very 
guiet. 
‘ At about the same time the house of a gentleman 
named McKirdy, No. 252 West Washington street. 
was eutered by burglars. Mr. McKirdy awoke as 
they turned on the gas in his room, and, rising 
suddenly, a pillow fell out of the bed. One of the 
three men who were in the room seized the pillow 
and held it Urmly over his head so that he could 
nut give the alarm, while another threw himself 
upou bis body and held him fast. Previous to this 
they had chloroformed the servant girl. and had 
taken her pocket-book containing some $20. 
‘They left Mr. McKirdy very weak and exhausted. 
tuking with them from the house awatch and 
chain, a sum of money, and jewelry amounting in 
ali to about 8200. 

A FEW EVENINGS LATER 
burglars made a descent upon the saloon of M. 
nelley, No. 155 biguteenth street. They entered 
through a side window, direcily in front of which 
stood a Chair upon which was some clothing be- 
lounging to Miss Bowen, a middle-aged lady 
who lives with the Kelley Sewn 
into this dress was a pouch containing 
$750 in cash and two promissory notes of 
$200 each in round numbers. The burgiare evi- 
dently aid not expect so large a find, for they left 
immediately, taking with them only a few articles 
of value which they found exposed to view in the 
room. The case was reported at tue T'wenty-sec- 
ond Street Station. 

Last Munday night the saloon of C. Sheahan. No. 
328 West Polk street, was entered, and $45 in 
cash, a set of ivory pool-dalls, and some other 
articles were carried off. 

A night or so later, a foray was made upon the 
domicile of Mr. Peter Reilly, an employe in the 
yard of the Fort Wayne Read, in the second story 
of No. 31 Canalport avenue. It is said that he

THE COURTS. 
TILLEY ON THE WAR-PATH. 

Thomas Tilley. the architect, thinks be has not 
been fairly used oy the city in reference to the 
erection of the new City- Hall. and yesterday he 
began sult in the United States Circuit Court 
against the city to recover $150.000 damages for 
breach of contract. He says that on the Oth of 
August, 1875, an ordinance wae paseed for the ap- 
pointment of an architect to get up the necessary 
plans for building the city portion of the 
new Court-House. It was agreed that 
when the plans should be prepared and agreed on 
by the Board of Public Works he was to take 
charge of and superiniend the erection of the new 
building. The architect also was to receive $37, - 
500 in full for his services, being 3 per cent on the 
estimated cost of the building. Plaintiff was 


elected architect and accepted the position, and 
the Board of Public Works recognized him as such 
official architect. He subsequently prepared plans 
and specifications as desired, aud superintended 
the excavation of the basement of the building. 
The Mayor, who had succeeded to the powerd 
of the Board of Public Works. then . discharged 
him without cause, and he now seeks to recover 
the value of hie services irrespective of the con- 
tract price, the contract having been broken. The 
usual bill of particulars was sabdjoined, which 
states the items of his claim as follows:

GROWING MONOTONOUS, 
ANOTHER DERRICK FELL YESTERDAY 
atthe new Court-House, but the carelessness of 
those who were superintending its moving result- 
ed, fortunately, in no loss of life and in compara- 
tively small damage to property. The derrick that 
took a tumble yesterday, shortly before noon, was 
a particularly strong and well-constructed one. 
owned by Hinsdale, the granite contractor. It had 
been standing in the inclosure on the Clark street 
front just north of Washington street, where the 
granite columns are going up and being set in 
place. Yesterday morning the workmen had 
hoisted two orthree, aad were making preparations 
to move the derrick around im order to 
run up some more of these granite columns on the 
Washington street side. What they should have 
done was to have secured the machine by at least 
one more guy rope than they actually used. The 
derrick had been moved several feet before any- 
body thought there was any likelihood of its fall- 
ing. Ed Walker., who was standing near by, now- 
ever, saw what was coming, and called out to the 
engineer and told him what the trouble was. By 
this time the workmen themselves saw the blunder 
that had been made in not having a sufficient num- 
ber Of g@y-ropes. The derrick leaned very slight- 
ly, at first, towards the east. Then it began to fall. 
very slowly, however, so that the workmen had 
suilicient time to raise the alarm, and 
very eflectualiy clear the street. The long pole 
was retarded in its downward course by coming in 
contact with the telegraph wires, which oroke the 
fail to some extent, —not enough, however, to pre- 
vent the heavy viece of timber from smashing the 
fore part of a hack standing near the corner. The 
owner of this vehicle, one P. Connell, bad heard 
the noise and seems to have had a confused idea 
that tacre was something coming. Looking up he 
saw the derrick slowly descending, but. instead of 
jumping to his horses’ heads and ieading them for- 
ward, as he would have had the time to do, he be- 
took himself to his feet and made away. One horse 
was slightly grazed. Both fell, however, the space 
between the level of the street anu the fallen 
dertick allowing them asovfiicient room to remain 
beneath until their harness was cut and they were 
snaked out. Another hackman, just ahead of 
Connell. with more coolness had started up his 
hurses in the nick of time, and saved the back end 
of his venicie from being probably reduced to 
splinters. A North Side street-car tad just skipped 
turough when the derrick came down. and a lady 
who was considerably frightened by the noise and 
the gathering crowd -jumped from the car while it 
Was in motion and received a few bruises. She was 
cared for at the nearest drug-store. and soon went 
on her way rejoicing. Consideravle damage was 
done to tne telegraph wires and the cross- bars. — 
between $400 and $500 worth, as nearly as 
could be learned.—and travel was delayed 
for something like an hour. The shattered hack 
can probably be made as good as new by the outlay 
of from $50 to $75, or perhaps less. Everybody 
was astonished at the foriuuate escape from joss 
of life, but the carelessness disulayed. which 
might under more unfavorable circumstances have 
brought abont a general killing and mangling of the 
passers-by, was sternly censured, as it certainly 
deserved to be. Tuts is the third time this thing 
has happened, and the next might not be attended 

with such fortunate results.

GRANT’S REGIMENT. 


Prospective Reunion ef the Twenty-first 
lllinois Infantry at Tuscola. 
Special Dach to The Tribune. 

TuscoLa, III., Aug. 22.—The fourth annual 
reunion of the Twenty-first Infantry, President 
Grant’s old regiment, will be beld at this place 
on the 19th of September. The Twenty-fifth 
Infantry will also reune at the same time. The 
citizens of Tuscola are making extensive prep- 
arations to honor and entertain 8,000 or 10,000 
people. An enthusiastic meeting was held in 
the Opera-House last evening, at which 
speeches were made by R. B. Macpherson, 
Phocion Howard, Judges Brooks and Breeden, 
A. G. Wallace, and Mrs. George Smith. All 
the necessary committees are at work, and 
about $500 in moneyyin addition to immense 
contributions of provisions, promised. The 
Twenty-first was made up iu this and adjoining 
counties, and was known asthe Seventh Con- 
gressional District Regiment. Gen. Grant made 
this record. I was appointed Colonel and as- 
sumed command June 16, 1861. Being ordered 
to rendezvous the regiment at Quincy, I thought 
for the purpose of discipline and speedy efli- 
ciency for the fieidit would be will to march the 
regiment across the country instead of transport- 
ing it by rail. We marched, however, ouly to the 
Iliinois River, where it embarked on a steamer 
and went to St. Louis. On the 7th of August 
following i was assigned to duty as Brivadier- 
General, and turned over the command to Col. 
John W. S. Alexander, a gallant and Christian 
ofllicer, who afterward yielded up bis life whilst 
nobiy leading it in the battle of Cnickamauga.” 
Tbe reunion is called on that anniversary. ‘The 
Iwenty-ülth Infantry was made up in Coles, 
Caampaign, Edgar, Vermilion, Kankakee, Doug- 
las, aud Central lilinois generally. Thomas D. 
Williams, of Caebanse, its first Colonel, was 
killed in battle Dec. 31, 1862. Lieut.-Col. Wes- 
ford Taggart, of Tuscola, will be the ranking 
officer at the reunion. Gens. Logan, Oglesby, 
and John Charles Black will be present as ora- 
tors. Should tue weather prove favorable, it 
will be a grand affair. The Ninth Battalion, I.

A Talk with St. Peter---A Trip to 
La Grange. 


Another Person to Be Arrested---Haley 
and Close in Clover. 


Ignoring the performances of the Coroner’s 
jury Wednesday, and also satisfied that the real 
murderer of Clark had not yet been arrested, THE 
TRIBUNE reporter pursued the trail agam yes- 
terdav, and learned some important facts, that 
will at least damage the prospects of the first 
theory advanced, which is so tenaciously clung 
to by a number of people, though nearly all have 
dropped this idea as too ridiculously absurd to be 
entertained, unless they have special reasons for 
not doing so. A number of lawyers of stand- 
ing were interviewed, to all of whom it appeared 
that the prisoner, Joseph St. Peter, could never 
be indicted by the Grand Jury for the murder. 
They say it is absurd to think that a man would 
go out into the country fourteen miles to mur- 
der a man, when he would be almost certain to 


be found out, for the sake of possessing himself 
of a woman at least ten years his senior, even 
rovided there was no one else in whom be was 
nterested. In order to substantiate this theory, 
it becomes necessary to implicate Mrs. Clark in 
the transaction, and in interviewing at least a 
dozen intelligent men of La Grange Tuesday 
evening, not one could be found who did not 
exoverate her from ali knowledge of the mur- 
der in strong terms. A few believe that St. 
Peter is guilty, but are unwilling to accuse Mrs. 
Clark. These think that his scheme was to get 
Clark out of the wav and then to —7 
widow, who he has told some parties liked 
him.
